As part of an effort to stop the spread 
of medfly infestations in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, Cooperative Medfly Project officials 
have announced an expansion of the agri¬ 
cultural quarantine areas throughout most 
of the Los Angeles basin. 

The expansion is part of a new phase 
in the eradication effort of releasing sterile 
medflies to breed the wild flies out of ex¬ 
istence. The enlarged quarantine area now 
includes 1576 square miles and Sierra 
Madre is part of that area. 

To move fruit by both residents and 
commercial growers is against the law. It 
could cause the medfly infestations to ex¬ 
pand, resulting in the destructive pest 
becoming established in California. If that 
should happen, other countries and some 
American states could embargo California 
produce, resulting in the loss of thousands 
of Jobs and hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of increased pesticide usage to 
keep medfly maggots out Of fruits and 
vegetables. . 

Under the quarantine regulations, com¬ 
mercial growers and food handlers must 
sign compliance agreements on the hand¬ 
ling and movement of produce in the 
quarantine area. Residents must not move 
fruit out of the quarantine area unless it is 
in someway processed, which could mean 
cooked, canned, frozen, etc. Any excess 
fruit should be placed in double plastic 
trash bags, tied at the top and left at curb- 
side for regular garbage collection. 

Residents are also asked to watch for 
medfly maggots in their fruit or vegetab¬ 
les. If any are found, residents should' 
contact the hotline at 1-800-491-1899 or 
your local county agricultural commission-

Hester affirmed his support for the City's 
Police Department, noting the way the 
police have kept Sierra Madre among the 
safest places to live in the State. However, 
he cautioned, precarious city finances make 
it necessary to at least look at the current 
proposal to contract out police activities to 
the L. A. County Sheriff’s Department. 

Hester's motivation in running for public 
office, after serving seven years as a 
Planning Commissioner, was evident when 
he told of the friendly atmosphere he found 
in Sierra Madre after living in other 
communities. He would like to preserve 
that friendly, residential character of Sierra 
Madre.

Parking citations to be 
processed differently; not 
through Sierra Modre 

As of Tuesday this week. Mar. 1, the Sierra 
Madre Police Department began issuing parking 
citations with increased penalties. And as of that 
day. Sierra Madreans will not take their pay¬ 
ments for those citations to city hall. Instead, 
they will use the envelope provided and send the 
citations to the city of Inglewood Process Center, 
according to Sgt. Chris Christensen of the Sierra 
Madre Police Department. 

Christensen explained that with the imple¬ 
mentation of Assembly Bill 408, which became 
effective Jan. 1, 1994, agencies who issue park¬ 
ing citations will no longer have the availability 
of using the municipal courts to process their 
citations. Issuing agencies will now be required 
to process their citations by other means. 

"To comply with AB 408, a study was con¬ 
ducted to determine which means of processing 
best suited Sierra Madre. After reviewing the 
data available, a decision was made to contract 
with the city of Inglewood fOr the management of 
our parking citations," Christensen said Tuesday 
morning. 

Inglewood Process Center is set up to handle 
the citations from all over the state of California. 

"If you don’t pay your penalties, they will be 
forwarded to the Department of Motor Vehicles 
ahd'a hold will be placed on the penalties to be 
assessed to the next registration," Christensen 
reminded residents.

My wife and I just 
saw Steven Spielberg’s 
film "Schindler’s List," 
and it was a shattering 
personal experience. I 
am a member of the 
baby boom generation, 
having been born in 
1949. My knowledge of 
World War II is all 
secondhand, either by 
word of mouth, or from 
reading books. This, 
plus the fact that my 
generation has had its 
own share of threats and 
calamities to think about 
can make a recipe for 
denial. 

During World War II, 
following the German 
invasion of Poland in 
1939, at least 6 million 
European Jews were 
systematicaly murdered 
by the Nazis. The offic¬ 
ial German euphemism 
for this'slaughter was 
"The Final Solution." 
Jews call it "The Holo¬ 
caust." Innocent men, 
women and children 
were literally herded 
into death camps, where 
they were shot, starved, 
gassed, beaten or burn¬ 
ed to death. Their only 
fault was their choice of

tells the heartbreaking 
but inspiring story of 
how Schindler’s Jewish 
business manager. 
Stem, helped him influ¬ 
ence the Nazis to allow 
Schindler’s metalcraft 
factory work force to 
maintain the iqipearance 
of being essential to the 
,German war effort, and 
thus stay alive. 

How thorough was 
The Final Solution? The 
film concludes by giv¬ 
ing the horrifying statis¬ 
tic that only about four 
thousand Jews remain in 
Poland today, where 
they once numbered as 
many as 10 million. The 
descendants of Schind¬ 
ler’s Jews, most of 
whom emigrated to 
Israel, now number 
6000. 

"Schindler’s List" has 
its premiere in Germany 
this week. It will have a 
profound impact on the 
political scene there, in 
which Neo-Nazi skin¬ 
heads and ultranational¬ 
ist demagogues are once 
inore on the rise. Aid¬ 
ing and abetting this 
resurgence of Nazism 
are two key factors: re¬ 
visionist scholarship, 
which denies that the

Joann Steinmeier, a newly appointed 
director of the California School Boards 
association and a member of the Arcadia 
Unified School District’s Governing Board, 
has returned from Washington, D.C. after 
participating in a federal advocacy effort with 
the CSBA. 

School board members from throughout 
California lobbied Congress and the Clinton 
Administration on behalf of the state’s public 
schools. "My personal reason for attending 
was to be sure that legislators understand that 
Federal mandates have an impact on suburban 
districts like Arcadia, too. We have estimated 
that the costs of unfunded federal mandates in 
1993-94 cost Arcadia schools almost $1 mil¬ 
lion and are continuing to grow each year," 
said Joann. 

. "My hop'e is that our”visit made an im¬ 
pact of the California Congressional delega¬ 
tion and the Clinton Administration about the 
needs of California schools. The Federal gov¬ 
ernment has a responsibility to fully fund its 
financial obligation to school districts in states 
like California impacted by immigration so we 
can continue to improve assistance to our non- 
English speaking immigrant students. In add¬ 
ition, the increasing numbers of students and 
costs associated with special education is a 
concern in all California school districts. This 
is another case of underfunded federal man¬ 
dates," Joann added.

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Developer fees increased; 
weapon violation reviewed 
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Following a public 
hearing, the Governing 
Board of the Arcadia 
Unified School District 
adopted a resolution re¬ 
lating to the increase of 
developer fees at its 
meeting last week. 

In January of this 
year, the State Alloca¬ 
tion Board raised the 
developer fee cap for 
residential development 
from $ 1.65 to $ 1.72 per 
square foot and the 
commercial/industrial 
development from $0.27 
to $0.28 per square 
foot. Failure to levy the 
maximum fee, which 
will become effective 
Apr. 25, would cause 
the district to allocate an 
equivalent amount to the 
state from the general 
fund in order to make 
up the difference. 

In other action, the 
board authorized a new 
longterm lease with Ar¬ 
cadia Christian School 
for the Santa Anita El¬ 
ementary School site. 
The new lease is for a 
five years and . contains 
a five-year option to 
renew. 

New laws prohibiting 
enrollment of students 
expelled for possession 
of weapons on school 
sites were reviewed. SB 
1198 states that expul¬ 
sion or referral to an 
alternative program is 


mandatory when stu¬ 
dents bring certain 
weapons to school, and 
SB 1130 prohibits en¬ 
rollment of students 
who have been expelled 
from other school dis¬ 
tricts who have know¬ 
ingly been in possession 
of a firearm as verified 
by a district employee. 

In addition, the board 
heard School Improve¬ 
ment Plans for Highland 
Oaks, Holly Avenue, 
"Dana Junior High and 
First Avenue Junior 
High. Staff and School 
Site Councils developed 
the plans as a result of 
the district’s application 
for SIP funding. The 
plans will return to the 
Governing Board on 
Mar. 8 for action. 

The Science Curricu¬ 
lum Committee for 
grades six, seven and 
eight have recommend¬ 
ed the adoption of 
"Science Plus," pub¬ 
lished by Holt, Rinehart 
and Winston, Inc. These 
materials are available 
for public review in the 
Arcadia High School li¬ 
brary. The board con¬ 
ducted the first reading 
of Middle School Sci¬ 
ence Text Adoptions. 

Superintendent Terry 
Towner introduced Pann 
Baltz and acknowledged 
the receipt of the 


$10,000 honorarium 
awarded to the district 
by the Disney Channel 
in conjunction with her 
selection as the 1993 
Outstanding Teacher. 
Baltz reflected on the 
circumstances of the 
award and indicated her 
desire that the funds be 
used to establish an 
annual scholarship for 
teachers who want to 
pursue the subject of 
science. 

Revisions to the Ralph 
M. Brown Act were re¬ 
viewed and discussed as 
,-to how they specifically 
relate to Governing 
Board meetings. It was
